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REMARKS 



Election 

Claims 1, 2,6-10,12,13,15-18 and 21-44 are pending. The 
office is requiring Applicants to elect a single species, to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable, from the following: 

Benazepril, captopril, enalapril, fosinopril, lisinopril, 
perindopril, quinapril, ramipril, trandolapril and moexipril . 

Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, the single 
species ''quinapril" as the angiotensin converting enzyme 
inhibitor recited, for example, in pending Claim 30. 

Applicants' reasons for traverse are the following: 

Each of the pending claims is directed to therapeutic 
combinations comprising eplerenone and an angiotensin converting 
enzyme inhibitor. A search of one species likely will overlap 
with a search of the other species. Accordingly, it would not be 
unduly burdensome on the Office to collectively search these 
species . 

For these reasons the restriction requirement should be 
wi thdrawn . 

Applicants further list the following group of pending 
claims that read on the elected species: 

Claims 1, 2, 6-10, 12,13,16-18, 21-23, 30, 34 and 41.
